THE LAW RELATING TO.SOLICITORS. 


Mr Pollock—I heg to propose that the 
Council go into Committee to consider 
clause 21 of the Bill ontitled an Ordinance 
to amend tho law reloting to solicitors. of 
thoSupremeCourt. : I would ask honourable 
members to kindly refer to the report of the 
Standing Law Committee on this Bill which 
T have laid on the table at this mecting of 
the Council, and I would now draw the at- 
tention of honourable micthbers— 

Mr Whitehead—I submit that this is not 
the regular course of procedure; The mem- 
bors are not being properly treated, T think 
these reports should be sent round one or 
two days or threo days at least before the 
matter is brought up with a view to the busi- 
ness being conducted on regular lines, 

Tho Clerk of Coun: Tt was sont round 
with the orders of the day. , 

Mr Stewart Lockhart—I understand that 
the Clerk of Councils has forwarded to each 
member a copy of the report with the 
orders of tha day. I do not know whether 
the honourable member has received it, 

Mr Whitehead—No ; it has not reached 
me. 

Mr Chater—I have received mine. 

Mr Belilios—I did not receive the. amend- 
edform. The original form was sent to me. 
Yonly found it on the table, 

~ His Excellency—I think. this matter had 
better stand over until tho amended form 
can .be sent round tothe members, It is 
very important that the amended form 
should be properly considered. 

After consulting with the Acting Attor- 
ney Goneral, His Excellency. said—The 
Acting Attorney-General says he will pro- 
bably not be here at tho next mecting of 
the Council, and it is important we should 
have his assistance. I quite agree with 
honourable members that these matters’ 
should be forwarded in time to givo time 
for’ consideration. Has the honourable 
member a copy now? 

Mr Whitehead—No, sir. Thoro is not 
one on the table—neither of the amended, 
nor of tho original. 

Mr Belilios—I think the omission of this 
important clouse should have been publish- 
od in the Gazette for solicitors to see. 

His Excellency - I do not think that this 
is the regular course. i 

It was agreed that the Council proceed 
with the consideration of the Bill.

Mr Stewart Lockhart sedonded, — 

Mr Belilios As I object to tho deletion 
of clause 21, I beg to offer a few remarks in 
support of my contention, J lindorstand 
that this clause forms part of the Ordinance 
now in force in the Straits Settlononts, 
The conditions’ which cbtaln hero are aimi- 
Jnr to those which obtain in thé Straits 
Settlements, and I do not see the renson 
why such an important clause should be 
deleted from our BijJ, FE take it that the 
advantages, to ba derived’ from the reten- 
tion of this clause would bo threefold. 
Firat, {t would restrict the influx of lawyers 
of unknown charsater and disnositions into 
the colony, thua reatrioting and dissourag- 
ing lélgation, (Lsughtar,) Secondly, it 
wauld protaet tho intoreata of our fellow.

months’ notice of residonco or. probation 
cannot ben hardship to the new-comor, He 
haa everything to win and nothing to loss, 
and his character should be known before 
the revidunta can be allowed to entrust 
thoir interests in bis hands. Honourablo 
members will ramomber the man samed 
Webber who landed here a few years agn 
and soon after ho was admitted into tho 
courts cammenced to practise in this colony. 
Before his character becamo koown, ho 
victimised a number of clients, and before 
any -redross could be obtained’ ho cleared 
out of the colony. 
in -hisy ‘ History 
Courts of Hongkong,’ 
the lawyers in Hongkong onjoy's high 
teputation, TE that is so I «contend 
it is the duty of the legisJature to sve that 
no black sheep enters their ranks, and that 
that reputation continues unaullicd, In my 
address I have mentioned only the Strnite 
Settlements, but I find that except tho 
Cape and Jamaica all the British colonies 
hove made laws and ‘regulations fixing 

eriods of residence before a solicitor can 
be admitted in the courts and qualified to 
practise. In South Australia one year’s 
residence and nutice of desire to be adinitted 
isneceasary. In all other Australian courts 
no solicitor can be admitted to practise with- 
out serving his time in the coluny and pass- 
ing examinations therv. In Canads in the 
district of Ontario it is and has for 
many years past been necessary for sn 
English solicitor desirous of practising -there 
to be first resident in the colony farone year, 
whilo in tho Quebec district he cannot be 
admitted ta practice until he has served his 
articles. afresh in the colony for a period of 
from threo,to fvayears. In British Culum- 
bia an English solicitor can be admitted to 

ractice only after a period of one year's 
Sona fide residence in the colony. In New 
Zealand an English solicitor bofure he can 
be admitted to practice in the colony: must 
pan ero h examination as to his know 
ledge of local laws. If this clause be ex- 
punged from the Bill, Hongkong will bo 
taking a retrograde movement, and.will not 
be in touch with tho other British colonics. 
For these reasons, and for the sake of the 
welfare of the colony, I aubmit that clause 
21 should form part of the Bill, ‘ 

Dr Ho Kai—I am one of the members of 
the Law Committeo who voted against tho 
retention of the clause, and for the reason 
that it is against freo trado and free com- 

stition, At the end of this 19th century 
itis very. curious to hear one speuk of the 
vested interests of a profession or a trade, 
and to argua that those who happen to have 
beon in the locality for somo little time 
should in consequence have the field to 
themselves, and that a sort of monopoly 
should bo created and the door shut against 
others, The honourable member who has 
just ast down said he defended the re- 
tention of this clause on three -grounds, 
Firat of .all, ho said, it would decreaso 
litigation. If you took away all.the lawyers 
from a place 1 am afraid it would not stop 
litigation. One more solicitor in a place or 
one lesa will not lessen or niaterially affect 
the litigation in a. place, provided the in- 
habitants of that particular district are 
bent upon litigation, Some people, it will 
bo within the knowledge of this Council, 
are particularly fend of litigation, and I am 
atre.one or two more sdlicitors in the place 
would not increase it. ‘As to the vested in- 
teresta of existing solicitors boing affected, 
veated interests are totally at variance with 
the ides of freo trade in England and equal 
opportunities to all—not only to the Queen's 
subjects but to forsigners. (Hear, hear.) 
As to our being cheated by unscrupulous 
men in any trade or profession, wa have to 
usa our common. sense, as, for instance 
when we ask advice of a doctor, & solicitor, 
or an architect... The law cannot, liko ‘an 
old grandmother, provide all this for grown: 
up men. (Hear, hear.) Tho honourable 
member who has just sat down seemed to 
think he had given a8 4: good example in 
favour of the retention of the-clause. “He 
gave the caso-of Mr Webber.

WEQUNSTAUOTION Ov THY 
SANITARY. BOARD, 

Ta view of the queatlona asked: by tho 
Fon, T. H. Whitehead. at. yesterday's 
meetlag of the Legislative Coyngll con- 
cerning the recongtryotion of the Sanitary 
Board, wo republish the lant two despatches 
pn the subject — : 


QOVARNON £O TE BKORETARY. OF STATA. 
Government House, 
Hongkong, 30th June, 1800. 


Bre, rogret that I have ones more to 
refey to you the {peation of tho constitution 
of the Ganitary Hoard. 

2—-From my provious despatches on 
this subject noted in the margin you will 
have red that Iam strongly in favour’ 
of an d responsibility in sanitary mat- 
ters, With this object in view I reco 
mended ig tha first instunce, that the Suni- 
tury Board 8 at present canstituted should 
bo abolished and that the control of suni- 
tary mattors should be placed ertirely un- 
der the control of Government. After- 
wards, however, I informed you in my dea- 
patch No. 837 of 2nd Deoamber, 1895, that 

was willing, in ‘deference to the viewa 
of the majority of tho unefici:? mem. 
bers of tha Legislative Council, to ac- 
cept & compromias, according to which the 
Board would be constituted of 3 official and 
Q unofficial membora,. though FT was not 
satiafied that undivided rosponaitility would 
he segured under such an arzangement. 
The adoption of the propoxed compromise 
having been sanctioned by you,‘an Ordin- 
ance embodying it was introduced into 
the Legistative Council. Before, how- 
over, it was read a first time it Looame 
avident that it would not, prove acoept- 
able to a portion of the British residonts 
of. this colony. In order. to ascertain 
what might be the views of the British 
community, I suygested that a pleebiscite 
should be taken. Trangements were 
acourdingly made, and o pl ite of the. 
British community, exclusive of menburs 
of the Imperial and Civil Servicue, wns 
held, the question submitted to the voters 
being whother the Sanirary Board ahould 
const ofa tuajority gf officinls or of un- 
afiigiats, The result of she plehispjte wan 
that B91 voted for an unofrofal majority 
and $1 for an ofijeial majority. Among 
tho forme: only threo or fuyr Chinaae yat- 
ed and amony the jitter none, 

9—Froin the ploblsaltur [t appeara that 
S91 Vrittnh residents aro dn fuyour of a 
Roan whioh aboyld ho controlled by yn- 
oficial membors. a . 
$—In view of my previously-oxprosced 
opinton on the importance of undivided re- 
Gponaibiltty in eanitary matters, it ig hardly 
neoeasary for me to state that £ am not in 
favour of a Roard the rosponsibility of which 
will be divided and which will exercise ite 
funotiona independently of Government con- 
trol, ‘Judging from the workiny of tho pres 
aent Board, which consists of an officin} and 
Wnoffldtal element, the latter of which pre 
pondorated, I conaider thats mixed conatitu- 
tion, such a9 is now provided for, docs nat 
work wellin practi¢e and laids to constant 
frlotion. In fact, thia. scems to bo 
not infrequently the result of attompts to 
graft ov a Crown culony constitution popu: 
far institutions which do not appear auited 
to work smoothly or aucceasfully under such 
conditions, 

5.—Aftor carefully considering the ques- 

tion of the constitution of the Sanitary 


Board, I am of opinion that in order to 
pocure undivided responsibility the sanitary 
affairs of the colony should either be placed 
directly under Government eontral or 
shouldbe entrusted toa Board composed 
entiroly of unofficials. ae ‘ 

6.—In view of the peculiar circumstances 
of Hongkong and. of the fact that the 
population is chiefly made up of Chinese, 
who will be more caily and more effective- 
ly dealt with hy Government than by s po- 
pularly constituted Board, Tam in favour 
of sanitary affairs being placed directly under 
Government control and manuged entirely 
bya Govermuent. department responsible to 
the G wernor. : 

7. - The alternative—s Board composed 
entitely of unofficials - would not, 1 fear, 
work well in this colony, which, as Lord 
Ripon has puinted out, has become a Chi- 


J nese colony under the British fag. Out of 


a population of 250,000, the Chinese 
amount to about 243,000, and it is with 
avitation among the-Chiveso+that.a Board, | 
whatever its constitution may be, must be 
chiefly concerned. Further, it would be 
extremvly difticult to draw the lino between 
matters which shoul come undor tho Gov- 
ernment und the Sanitary Board, and this, 
would most. certainly lead te friction and 
misunderstanding. At the sime time, itis 
easy to understand the desite of those who, 
having been accustomed to popular institu- 
tions in Great Britain, wish to oxtend simi- 
lar institutions to this colony. But so long 
as Hongkong continacs to retain its presont 
character both as regards its constitution 
and its population, I donot think popular 
institutions would thrivo under such un- 
usual and peculiar conditions. 

8.—After mature considoration of this 
difficult question, Iam in favour of the 
Sanitary Board being placed directly under 
Government control in the manner pro- 
posed in my despatch No. 163 of the 18th 
Muay, 1895, but T have thought it right to 
place you in d peapseg of the views held by 
others as well as my own, so that you may 
be in s position to consider. both sides of 
the question before conveying to me. your 
final decision in the matter.—I have tho
